On the whole the aim of 
the collection is to place in the hands of the 
Christian people forms of service which can 
be used on many occasions in Church, parish- 
house, school, home, cottage, or camp. The 
attempt has been made to clothe with the dig¬ 
nity of liturgical form thoughts that express 
the religious needs of modern life.
